CHICAGO, July 11 (AP)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
today won the Republican presidential nomination. 

In a dramatic climax to a fight with Senator Robert 
Taft of Ohio, Eisenhower crashed through to the Republican 
accolade on the first ballot 

On the roll call, Eisenhower first feceived 595 votes 
to 502 for Taft. But before the vote could be announced, 
Minnesota threw to the General 19 votes it had first given 
to former Governor Harold Stassen of Minnesota 

That put Eisenhower across with 614 Votes. It took 604 
to nominate

CHICAGO, July 11 (AP)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower , 
today won the Republican presidential nomination. 
In a dramatic climax to a fight with Senator Robert 


Taft of Ohio, Eisenhower crashed through to the Republican 
accolade on the first ballot. 


On the roll call, Eisenhower first received 595 votes 
to 502 for Taft. But before the vote could be announced, 
Minnesota threw to the General 19 votes it had first given 
to former Governor Harold Stassen of Minnesota.
